PRESIDENT  SPEAKS 

TO  SENATE  TODAY 

WASHINOTON.  July  ».— President 
Wilson  will  present  the  peace  treaty 
und  the  League  of  Nations  covenant 
to  the  Setuite  tomori-ow.  The  Presi- 
dent win  deliver  a  lengthy  address. 
in  which  he  Is  expected  to  outline  the 
details  of  the  negotiations  recenly 
concluded  In  Paris  and  tell  why  ho 
feels  the  United  States  should  en- 
dorse the  League  of  Nations  cove- 
nant. His  address  promises  to  mark 
the  opening  of  one  of  the  bitterest 
lights  ever  waged  in  the  Senate  over 
ratiflcatlon  of  a  treaty. 

It  was  announced  at  the  White 
llpuse  today  that  the  President  would 
place  himself  '  unreservedly  at  the 
Jispesal  of  the  Senate  in  Its  con- 
faideratlon  of  the  treaty.  He  was  re- 
presented as  being  "anxious  and 
eager"  to  appear  beiore  any  commltr 
tee  of  the  Senate  ot  of  the  House,  or 
both,.  In  open  or  executive  session,  to 
answer  any  questions  that  members 
might  desire  to  ask  with  regard  ti 
the  treaty  and  the  league  covenant.

BERLIN,  July  ».— Prince  Henry 
Of  Prussia,  brother  of  the  former 
German  Emperor,  has  how  come  to 
the  aid  of  the  dethroned  war  lord 
and  adds  his  plea  to  that  at  the 
others  for  abandonment  by  the  Al- 
lies of  their  project  to  bring  the 
former  Kaiser  to  trial"  for  his 
crimes    against    mankiitd. 

Prince  Henry  In"  a  telegram  to 
Ktdg  Oeorire  begging  Mot  to  desist 
in  the  cff)|rt  to  dxtradite  'the  former 
monarch,  pledges  himself  to  assist 
the  King  In  bringing  to  light  J'thc 
ti-uth  T^ardlhg  the  war  and  Its  con- 
sequcncee."  In  his  message  Prince 
Henry  says  after  his'  conversations 
with  King  aeorge  In  July,  1314,  he 
returned  to  Berlin  and  was  with  the 
Rmperor  until  mobilization  began. 
The   telegram   continues: 

"I  can  testify  that  the  Kaiser  and 
his  councillors  endeavored  ♦y  every, 
means  to  avert  the  war  and  disaster 
to  manl^d.  I  am  ready  to  r*efute 
the  calumnies  regarding  the  German 
Kaiser,  which  have  been  circulated 
for  years  In  contradiction  of  all 
truth,  and  I  place  myself  at  your 
disposal  in  order  to  assist  Your  Ma- 
jesty in  bringing  to  light  the  truth 
regarding  the  war  and  Its  conse- 
quences." 


ROME,  July  ».— The  Chamber  of 
Labor  has  proclaimed  a  .general  strike 
as  from  midnight  Tuesday,  as  a  sign 
of  protest  agalnat  the  police  and  mili- 
tary measures  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  prevent  further  disorders. 

The  entire  police  garrison  is  held 
in  readiness,  and  strong  contingents 
of  troops  occupy  the  principal  polnU 
In  the  city,  the  Oovernnlent  buildings 
and  the  banks,  while  armored  cars 
and  machine  gun  crews  patrol  the 
different  quarters.  The  •  Chamber  of 
Leber  maintains  that -these  measures 
were  adopted  to  prevent  the  lowering 
of  the  prices  of  necessaries,  as  de- 
manded   by  the   people. 

The  proclamation  of  a  general 
strike  coincides  with  the  reopening  of 
Parliament  this  afternoon. 

During  the  morning  mobs  attacked 
several  shops  because  the  shopkeep- 
ers refused  to  sell  at  low  prices; 
otherwise  there  were  no  serious  com* 
plications.

URGES  SIOFPAGE 


Mr.  Gompefs  TeHs  PafH Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor 
That  Many  Newcomers  are 

,   Kept  Slaves  by  Corporations 


Reports  Sent  Out  That  Half 
'Miflion  May  Starve  Because 
of  Drought— Relief  Meas- 
ures are  Considered.

WINNIPEKJ,  July  9.— Half  ti  mil- 
lion head  of  cattle  In '  Southern  Al- 
berta are  on  the  verge  of  starvation, 
and  their  plight  is  such  that  immedi- 
ate steps  on  a  considerable  scale 
must  be  taken  If  they  are  to  l>c 
saved.  Such  Is  the  pessimistic  report 
of  delegates  assembled  here  today 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Council  ,of  Agriculture.  The  con- 
tinued drought  has  destroyed  all 
feed,  and  the  Council  today  had  un- 
der advisement  what  relief  measures 
it  could  recommend  to  the  i:>ominion 
Oovernment   to   save   the   Industry. 

The  -following  telegram  was  re- 
ceived from  Cteorge  a.  l'>rri«,  of 
Nanton,  Alberta,  by  H.  W.  Vl^ood, 
president  of  the  Council: 

"Half  million  head  of  cattle  In 
Southern  Alk>orta  (60,000  between 
High  Kiver  and  Willow  Creek)  must 
be  shipped  out  for  Winter  food  or 
will  perish.  A  hard  Winter,  total 
loss.  No  feed  south  of  Bdmonton. 
Amount  of  feed  below  average  north 
of  Kdmonton.  Relief  must  come  from 
Manitoba  or  farther  east.  Matter 
most  urgent  in  history  of  country. 
Action  must  be  immediate  or  loss 
will  cripple  stock  industry  for  years 
to   come." 

Tho  council  decided  that  i.ctlon 
for  relief  must  be  taken  and  a  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  Investigate 
the    matter   and    make   a   report. 

Delegates  from  both  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan  were  gloomy  ixbout 
the  crop  outlook  in  their  respective 
Provinces,  and  predict  a  hard  Win- 
ter. So  far  si<  the  stock  are  .con- 
cerned, suggestions  are  offered,  to 
the  extent  that  if  transportat!on  is 
available  they  be  taken  to  northern 
All>erta.  and  even  as  far  as  the 
Peace  River  country,  where  feed  is 
plentiful,  or  to  northern  Manitoba, 
this  Province  having  had  plentiful 
rains  and  lis  northern  mixed  farm- 
ing areas  being  capable  of  support- 
ing a  large  herd  of  stock. 

AS  to  the  Spring  wheat  crop^  it  le 
a  total  failure  'n  Southern  Alberta, 
and  the  average  yield  for  that  Prov- 
ince will  be  low.  .  In  Saskatchewan 
recent  rains  have  done  much  to  Im- 
I  rove  the  outlook,  but  the  most 
sanguine  estlmaten  do  not  go  beyond 
a  15  bushel  crop  for  the  entire  Prov- 
ince. 

In  Manitoba,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  crop  haa  never  looked  better, 
particularly  In  the  central  and 
noKhern  district.!,  where  yields  of  aa 
high  as  40  and  SO  bushel  t  to  the  acre 
arc   cM>nfldently  expected.

«     The  text  of  the  ratification    resolution    as    introduced    in    the, 
National  Assembly  consisted  of  two  clauses,  reading  as  follows: 

*'The  peace  treaty  between  Germany  and  the  Allied  and- Asso- 
ciated Powers,  signed  on  June  28,  1919,  and  the  protocol  belonging 
thereto,  as  well  as  the  agreement  relative  to  the  occupation  of  Pfan- 
lan^,  idgned  the  same  day,  are  agreed  to. 

"This  law  comes  into  force  on  the  day  of  its  promulgation." 

Moat-of  ^  the  ministers  were  present  at  the   meeting  ol  the 

National  Assembly,  and  there  was  a  full  attendance  of  deputies.  Dr. 
Hermann  Mueller,  Foreign  Minister,  introducing  the  bills,  explained 
that  the  hastening  of  the  ratification  order  would  bring  about  "^he 
iifting  of  the  blockade.

Seven  ttrains  wefe  dispatched 
ft  an  avbrage  interval  of  IS  minutes. 
Western  trains  left  In  the  following 
order:  Vancouver  and  Victoria  left  at 
7:48  p.m..  Medicine  Hat  and  Calgary 
left  at  8  p.m.,  Winnipeg  train  left  at 
S:35  p.m.,  Edmonton,  Reglna  and 
Brandon  train  left  at  S:SO   p.m. 

MONCTCW,  N.B.,  July  ».— The 
fourth  military  train  from  the 
Olympic  at  Halifax  was  deraUad  at 
about  1:10  this  morning  at  Atkinson 
Siding,  about  four  miles  east  of 
Thompson  Station,  48  milea  west  of 
Truro.  •  It  was  the  special  containing 
the  New  Brunswick  men,  and  com- 
prised eight  cars  and  a  caboose. 

The  engine,  one  baggage  and  two 
passenger  cars  remained  on  the 
track,  breaking  away  from  the  others. 
Three  cars  left  the  raila  and  toppled 
over  the  embankment.  Two  cara  and~ 
the  caboose  also' left  the  rails,  but  did 
not  topple  over.  The  trucks  were 
torn  off  the  caboose,  but  the  caboose 
waa  held  up  by  a  telegraph  pole.  The 
roiadbed  was  badly  torn  up  for  about 
300  yards.

VANCOUVER.  July  ».— Raaultin* 
from  the  recent  liiv«aU«»tlon  by  the

vena,  M.P.,  who  reached  the  dty  to- 
day, having  apent  aeveral  montha  at 
Ottawa  atteoding  the  aeaaion.  He  waa 
accompanied  by  Colenel  Cooper,  tho 
third  member,  8.  J.  Crowe,  returning 
on  the  evfenins  train. 

Mr.  Btevena  baaed  hie  prediction 
that  the  price  of  wheat  would  drop  on 
the  action  of  the  Oovernment  in  re- 
fraining from  flxinc  the  price  on  this 
commodity.  This,  he  ezplaina,  reaulta 
in  ap  open  market  which  will  auto- 
matioaliy  create  a  downward  ten- 
dency. Ail  the  experts  a^ree,  he 
stated,  that  thla  will  be  the  result. 

"There  are  many  factors  connected 
with  the  coat  of  living  which  no  gov- 
ernment can  deal  with.  The  appoint- 
ment of  the  board,"  he  said,  "in  con- 
nection with  the  coat  of  living  com- 
miaaiun'a  report  should  result  in  .-i 
check  on  profiteering.  There  are  three 
factoni  which  should  enter  into  the 
alluation.  The  Uovemmont  proposes 
to  modify  the  tariff  in  any  given  In- 
dustry where  prufltoerlng  is  diacov- 
orcd,  the  upread  will  be  Axed  and  a 
Kencroua  percentage  of  ejcesa  proflta 
will  be  taken.

With  regard  to  tlie  legislation

000.000.  BriUeh  Columljia,  he  aaid, 
would  fet  its  share  per  capita.  He 
also  mentioned  the  benefits  that  would 
be  derived  from  the  assistance  which 
is  being  given  technical  education, 
the  restrictive  features  of  the  immi- 
gration laws  and  the  pensions  bill. 

Questioned  regarding  the  future  of 
the  shipbuilding  industry,  Mr.  Btevens 
stated  that  the  Oovernment  would 
continue  to  build  ships,  but  not  on 
such  a  large  scale  as  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years.  He  mentioned  the 
fact  that  II 0.000.000  had  been  voted 
for  thla  industry.  British  Columbia 
llrma,  he  said,  would  get  their  ahare  of 
the  appropriation.  The  vessel*  turned 
out  ao  far  by  the  A\'allace  yards,  he 
aald.  were  highly  satisfactory  to  the 
Oovernhjcnt. 

Mr.  Stevens  was  tiuestioned  regar<l-

July  Report  ot  Agriculture  De- 
partment Indicates  Excep- 
tionally   Good    Harvest  — 
.Some  Deterioration  Shown. 


WASHINGTON.  July  •.—Bountiful 
fann  cropa  this  year  were*  Indicated 
today  In  the  DcpiurtiD«nt  of  Agrrlcul- 
ture's  July  ./orecasts,  based  on  condi- 
tions existing  on  July  1.  Winter 
wheiyt  and  rye.  now  being  harvested, 
showed  the  largest  production  ever 
attained.  Record  crops  of  sweet  po- 
tatoes, tobacco  and  rice  also  were 
predicted,  and  the  production  of 
spring  wheat,  com.  oats,  barley,  white 
pgtatoes  and  hay  is  expected  to  t>e 
larger  than  the  average  for  the  five 
years,  1918-17. 

Value  of  ^e  wheat,  oom  and  oat 
crops  combined  is  |8,340,<22,000.  t>ased 
on  July  1  farm  prices.  The  value  of 
com  U  t4.7«8,476,000:  wheat' 92,677.- 
420,000,   and    cats    $»94,787.e00. 

Plant  dlseaaes  and  other  conditions, 
howeve^  made  heavy  Inroads  during 
June  on  prospective  wheat  and  oats 
production.  The  forecast  shows  a 
loss  of  76,000,000  bushels  of  wheat 
since  the  June  estimate  and  a  redi|o- 
tlon  of  43,000.000  bushels  In  the  pros- 
pective oata  crop.  High  temperatures 
caused  deterioration  in  the  condition 
of  Winter  wheat  in  some  sections, 
while  plant  diseases  increased  in  the 
central  districts.  Tho  heat  also  af- 
fected wheat  In  some  parts  of  the  belt, 
where  black  rust  has  appeared  and 
somewhat  damaged  the  crops. 

The  area  planted  to  corn,  white  po- 
tatoes, flax  and  rye  la  Mmaller  than 
last  year,  while  the  acreage  of  sweet 
potatoes  and  tobacco  is  larger.

BKRLIN,  July  9, — Germany  qulck- 
iy  is  to  return  to  a  peace-time  llnan- 
eial  system,  said  Mathias  Kraberyer, 
Vice-chancellor  and  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance, speaking  at  Weimar  before  the 
German  national  assembly  yester- 
day. 

"The  empire's  needs  must  be  di- 
vided henceforth  between  home 
needs  and  indemnities,"  he  aaid.  "The 
year's  expenditures  confronting  us 
will  amount  to  about  17,600,000,000 
marks.  1  am  firmly' resolved  to  tread 
the  hard  path  of  economy,  and  there- 
fore have  given  out  the  watchword 
that  fr«m  October  1,  Itl^,  there 
j>hall  be  no  more  items  not  detailed 
and  there  shall  be  no  more  war  fundi*. 
The  war  finance  syatem  shall  caa«3 
and  a  regular  budget  must  be  r3-«»- 
labllshed." 

After  citing  the  returns  to  the  em- 
pire from  taxation  measures  prior  to 
and^  during  the  war,  and  ^timatini^ 
the  revenue  to  be  utrlved  from  new 
tax  bills,  Herr  Brxberger  said: 

"Tliere  still  remains  a  sum  of  over 
ten  billion  marks  to  b^  covered. 

"The  Ministry  of  Finance  has  al- 
most completed  the  drafting  of  two 
important  bills  levying  new  taxes, 
which  I  intend  to  submit  to  the 
House  before  the  parliamentary  re- 
cess.' he  continued  "Tiu-se  cull  fur 
a  large  single  levy  on  pr-jfurty  un-l  a 
large  tax  on  buainuM  tU"tiover.  but 
even  if  theae  bills  are  .lossed,  the 
money  for  the  payment  of  Indemni- 
ties must  be  obtained  in  Hiit.e  other 
way.  In  the  Autumn  new  bills  will 
be  Introduced  in  the  nallonri!  asacm- 
Uly  with  the  final  object  <)l  co\'crinR 
this   deficit. 

"The  burdens  of  taxation  will  reach 
an  absolutely  terrible  height.  A 
floating  debt  of  72.000,000.000  markj 
is  a  consUnt  danger,  and  the  re- 
moval of  thla  debt  is  one  of  our  :.iost 
urgent  taska.  There  are  two  ways 
in  which  to  do  it — either  Its  conver- 
aion  Into  a  funded  loan,  or  its  ex- 
tinction by  big  levies  and  a  heavy 
property  tax.  I  do  not  Indulge  in 
the  hope  that  these  two  ways  win 
immediately  yield  the  onliro  li<{uid 
amount  of  72,000.OOC,O0O  marka.  ft 
Is  the  duty  of  propertied  people  not 
only  to  bow  to  a  sUto  of  coiupulsion. 
but  to  achieve  an  lima  cl  oonlctiou 
as  to  the  necessity  .>i  irl.Iri*  up  all 
riches  and  all  that  is  superfiuous. 

'Changes  in  iho  system  of  taxa- 
tion will  be  speedily  submitted  to  the 
national  assembly,  and  this  re.orm 
will  represent  the  completion  o;  the 
whole   work." 

Herr  Krzberger  concluded  by  c»l:- 
mg  that  taxation  btila  be  diapoaed  of 
before  a  recess  is  taken,  adding: 
"The  war  takes  our  riches.  The 
world  has  denied  us  international 
Justice.  All  the  more  puaslonately 
and  energetically,  however,  will  we 
work  for  the  homeland  again,  and 
flourishing  in  Justice,  concentrate  our 
care  and  endeavor  upon  the  poor,  but 
Just,  German. 

"One  of  the  first  rcciuirements  re- 
lative to  the  restoration  of  the  life  of 
labor  hi  the  atabllsl  ment  of  orderly 
finances.  I  will  have  nothing  to  do 
with  suggestiona  for  the  anuulnient 
of  war  loans  or  a  declaration  of  gen- 
eral bankruptcy.  My  highest  aim  is 
to  establish  Justice  In  the  entire  taxa- 
tion system.  The  income  from  capi- 
tal must  be  taxed  much  more  heavily 
than  the  income  from  wdrk.  An  In- 
heritance tax  and  a  heavy  tax  levy  on 
property  will  be  the  Initial  step  that 
will  be  taken.  The  empire's  income 
must  be  increased  nme  hundred  per 
cent.,  and  that  of  Individual  estates 
and  communes  perl.aps  one  hundred 
per  cent.  Such  enormoiu  changes  re- 
quire  fresh   measures."

If  Brtttoh  Columbia  spent  I3SO.00O 
a  year  on  a  public  health  service  the 
money  would  be  a  golden  Inveatment 
in  riUllty,  provided  the  right  men  and 
women  were  Chosen  to  carry  on  the 
work.  From  the  standpoitot  of  the 
Province,  but  few  advanoea  in  health 
conservation  have  been  made  in  re- 
cent years — by  advances  we  nlean 
such  as  have  Improved  the  health  of 
the  community  aa  A  whole.  l*st  ses- 
sion there  was  a  debate  on  the  dc- 
sireabillty  of  state  health  Insurance 
and  the  Oovernment  plromiged  an  in- 
vestigation would  be'  made  into  this 
subject.  Bo  far,  nothing  has  been 
done.  We  do  not  know  what  steps 
British  Columbia  is  taking  to  90-opcr- 
ate  with  the  Federal  Health  Depart- 
ment. There  to  a  very  representative 
gathering  at  ilie  hospiUls  convention 
now  In  progress  here,  an  upshot  of 
which  we  hope  will  be  such  pressure 
brought  to  bear  on  our  Provincial 
Oovernment  that  it  will  be  forced  to 
pay  more  attention  to  the  public 
health  of  the  Province.

It  can  be  raadlly  gathered  that  the 
B.  C*  tied  leal  faculty  has  the  public 
health  of  the  Province  keenly  at 
heart,  for  very  many  useful  sugges- 
tion* are  iMlag  put  forward  at'' fhe 
h()spltato  convention  how  In  progfim. 
Advocating  what  should  be  done,  ac- 
cording to  the  teaching  of  the  im- 
mutable laws  of  disease  and  health, 
and  getting  it  done  are,  unfortunately, 
two  different  things.  THe  preoont 
convontipn  points  the  moral,  but#it  to 
for  the  Government  to  act,  and  it  to 
for  the  people  aa  a  whole  %tt  f- 
operate  with  (he  Government,  Indi- 
vidually and  collectively  and  contin- 
uously. The  Dominion  Oovernment 
has  established  a  health  department, 
but,  so  far.  In  Brlttoh  Columbia  we 
are  unaware  what  is  the  scope  of  Us 
jurisdiction,  what  are  the  main  pur- 
poses it  to  to  serve  and  how  the  Prov- 
ince 1«  expected  to  co-operate  in 
carrying  these  out.  If  there  to  one 
bran<^  of  social  government  which 
needs  •publicity  more  t)ian  any  othei 
It  Is  that  dtallnlf  with  the  con- 
servation of  hegtth,  ytH,  In  nine  ciuee 
out  of  ten,  the  press  Is  severely  handi- 
capped In  dealing  with    thto    matter. 

Last  Winter  the  couptry  passed 
through  a  severe  In/luensa  epidemic, 
whloh  led  to  the  death  of  thousands 
and  left  many  thousand*  of  others  re- 
duced In  vitality,  and  therefore  more 
likely  to  kooema  a.  pi-ey  to  any  new 
epidemio  that  comes  along.  Doctors 
can  give  no  guarantee  that  the  Influ- 
ensa  epidemic  will  not  recur  during 
the  coming  Winter,  and  it  It  does  few. 
If  any.  precautions  have  been  taken 
to  cope  with  it.  '^If  it  comes  it  ilrill 
find  us  unprepared,  aa  we  were  taat 
Winter,  deaptte  the  fact  that  even 
then  it  had  swept  ovar  the  greater 
part  of  the  world  before  It  roached 
this  continent.  Thto  Is  merely  an 
illustration  of  oar  uhpreparedness 
where  dtoaase  to  eencerned.  and  yet 
InRuensa  In  twelve  months'  carried  off 
more  poopls  than  fell  in  battle  during 
the  wholk  period  ot  the  Oreat  War. 
Influenaa  to  only  one  of  seorea  of  dto- 
•asas  whleb  are  epidemio.  Do  what 
they  can  In  their  Individual  capacities, 
or  through  their  or«(artlsaUona,  the 
doctor*  are  only  able  to  earry  on  out- 
p«gt  fltlttlng  agalnat  IIM  great  men> 
ac«  which  porennlallr  o««rronts  the 
public  hMltfe.

As  the  coal  ot  tabor  goes  up 
the  cost  of  what  labor  produces  must 
JO  up,  or  labor  will  oeBaa.to  produce. 
No  one  seems  anxious  to  take  the  re- 
sponsibility of  advocating  cheaper 
wages  for  the  workingman.  Yet  that 
to  what  is  done  indirectly  when  we 
ask  for  ,law8  cheapening  what  labor 
produces.  We  cannot  have  dear 
labor,  that  Is  high  wages,  and  cheap 

odstuffa.  TllB  tyo  are  IncompaV* 
ible.  We  might  as  well  talk  of  a 
man  being  an  honest  thief.  Is  it 
better  for  the  man  who  toUs  that 
he  should  hajt*  high  wages  with  the 
cost  of  what  he  has  to  )»uy  high,  or 
l:w  wages  with  the  coat  of  what  he 
buys  cheap?  Of  the  two  alternatives 
1  frankly  confess  that  I  prefer  the 
former. 

As  I  stated  In  a  previous  letter  to 
The  Colonist,  "cheao  labor  makes 
cheap  men  and  wonion.  It  makes  a 
low  standard  of  living;  it  makes  hu- 
man fiesh  and  blood  so  chea^."

The  Coat  of  Living 

Sir — Might  I  -have  a  little  of  your 
valuable  space  in  which  to  expieiM 
my  hearty  endorsatlQn  and  approval 
of  the  report  of  tho  parliamentary 
committee  which  has  been  investi- 
gating the  cost  of  living  problem,  as 
publtohed  in  today's  issue  ot.  .  The 
t^oionist.  That  report  is  strictly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  teachings  of  past 
experience,  while  It  Is  eeonomteally 
sound  and  sensible.  Indeed,  I  do  ndt 
see  how  any  commltt«fe  composed  of 
men  who  have  an  Intelligent  knowl- 
edge of  the  several  matters  under 
investigation  and  m  the  real  cause 
of  the  present  high  cost  of  food- 
stuffs could  have  re<«ched  any  other 
conclusion. 

A  goo4  deal  of  mtoconeeption  exists 
in  the  public  mind  regarding  these 
problems,  owing  largely.  In  my  opin- 
ion, to  the  mlBleadiiig  way  in  which 
certain  facta  are  stated.  For  in- 
stanoo,  it  is  frequently  stated  as  some- 
thing to  be  deprecated  that  certain 
flrme  or  oompanlee  h%ve  made  50  per 
cent,  or  sometimes  TS  per  cent  profit, 
on  their  capital  durlitg  the  year. 
Before  reaching  any  sound  conclu- 
sion as  to  whether  such  firms  or 
companies  are  to  be  condemned  or 
commended  we  should  first  know 
what  the  expression  "SO  per  cent 
profit  on  their  capital"  really  means. 
1  know  a  man  who  began  business  a 
few  years  ago  with  a  capital  ot 
$1,000.  He  bought  carefully,  handled 
hto  .business  prudently,  and  turned 
over  his  stock  two  or  thfee  times 
every  month.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
while  hto  net  proiU  en  "him  daily  salaa 
had  been  less  than  10  per  cent,  hto 
entire  profit  for  tho  year  had  been 
11.000.  Thus  he  had  made  100  per 
cent  profit  on  hto .  capital,  la  he  a 
profiteer  to  be  held  up  to  public  con- 
<demhatlon  and  contempt,  or  Just  the 
reverse?  Again,  a  peddler  starU  out 
with  hto  enUre  capital  ot  flOO  in- 
vested In  notions  and  triaketa  which 
he  carries  on  his  back.  At  the  end 
ot  the  month  he  has  dtoposed  of  his 
pack  at,  a  profit  of  tlO.  He  repeats 
hto  trips  every  month  with  similar 
rMiulti^  until  at  the  end  of  the  year 
he  haa  k  profit  of  ISO  par  cent  on  hto 
captul.     Is  he  a  profiteer? 

It  will  be  eeen,  therefora.  that  the 
osseriiOir  that  oerUln  firms  mode  »0 
per  cent  profit  "on  thalr  oaplui" 
conveys  no  real  information.  In  too 
many  instances  It  is  used.  I  fesr.  to 
mtolead'  thr  uninformed.

SENATE  AND 

^OHIBITION

One  has  sympathy  with  the  Senate. 
If  it  merely  registers^  the  decrees  of 
the  House  of  Commons  It  Is  de- 
nounced as  useless,  and  there  Is  a 
demand  for  abolition.  If  It  delays 
or  rejects  any  measure  approved  by 
the  Commons  its  action  is  treated  as 
an  attempt  to  override  "the  will  of 
the  people,"  and  the  demand  for 
abolition  is  even  more  eager  and 
voclferoiR.  When  the  Conservative 
party  holds  office  the  Liberal  leaders 
Insist  that  the  'Senate  shall  be  re- 
formed Or  abolished.  When  th«  Lib- 
erals govern.  Conservatives  regard  the 
Upper  Chamber  with  disfavor  and 
suggest  abolition  or  reform.  Thus,  If 
inactive  it  to  useless,  and  if  active  it 
la. mischievous.  It  may  not  work  or 
loaf,  approve  or  reject,  amend  or 
comment  without  criticism  and  cen- 
sure. 

The  Senate  Itself  Is  partly/ respon- 
sible for  this  confusion  of  opinion 
and  mtolnterpretation  of  Its  constitu- 
tional position.  It  has  been  too  sub- 
missive to  party  and  too  careless  of 
ito  own  reputation.  The  Senate  has 
a  dear. titlo  to  detoy  measures  which 
it  regards  as  obiectionablc,  upon 
which  the  people  have  not  pro- 
nounced, which  have  the  fiavor  of 
corruption  repudtotion  or  uncon- 
stitutionality. It  cannOT  ■  finally  defy 
public  opinion.  If  the  country  clearly 
declares  against  the  Senate  In  any 
Issue  with  the  Commons,  it  must  sub- 
mit. It  may  not  challenge  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  people  In  a  general 
election.  But  eonktltutlonally  it  has 
as  much  right  to  amend  or  defer 
legtototlon  upon  which  the  country 
haa  not  been  consulted  as  the  Rouse 
of  Commons  has  to  enact  such  legto- 
totlon. This  to  peculiarly  true  with 
a  Parliament  whiph  was  elected  upon 
a  single  issue,  pr  at  most  npon  two 
iMuea,  and  haa  no  mandate  to  ^ive 
•ffect  to  a  general  political  pro- 
gramme kuoh  nm  constitutes  the  ptot- 
forni  of  a  political  pnrty  in  an  or- 
dln«r>"  genersl  ^lection,  In  ilo  tar  i* 
all  r^^-y^■  measures  sre  ronrrmtd.

There  wks  a  long  legal  confilct  to 
determine  whether  '.ho  Federal  P».r- 
llament  or  the  LeglaVature*  had  con- 
stitutional control  over  tho  liquor 
traffic.

Ontario  never  intended  to  prevent 
Importation  of  liquor  Into  the  Prov- 
ince. Like  other  Provinces  It  became 
"bone  dry"  through  the  action  of 
the  Federal  Government.  As  soon 
as  the  soldiers  have  returned  the 
people  will  decide  In  a  referendum 
whether  the  prohibitory  law  Mhall  be 
repei|led,  or  the  restrictions  bo  re- 
toxed  and  the  sale  ot  wine  and  beer 
permitted.  But  beer  cannot  be  manu- 
factured or  Imported  under  the  Fed- 
eral regulations.  Thus  the  free  action 
ot  tho  Provinces  Is  affected  hy  the 
Federal  legislation.  It  is  true  that  the 
Government  at  Ottawa  only  suggests 


an    extension    ot    its    regulations    for  \  speed    to    the    essential     element     in 


twelve  months  after  peace  has  been 
declared,  and  thua  the  issue  to  not 
so  vlUl  as  would  be  a  measure  es- 
tabltohlng  permanent  national  pro- 
hibition. 

But  it  is  not  intended  at  the  mo- 
ment to  consider  the  wisdom  of  the 
Senate's  position  or  the  general  atti- 
tude of  the  country  towards  pro- 
hibitory leglstotlon.

opinion.  But  perhaps  'twelve  montha* 
extension  of  the  prohibitory  reguto- 
tions  Is  not  a  great  Issue  upon  which 
to   challenge   the   Commons. 

There  is,  however,  no  reason  that 
the  Senate  should  exist  unless  It  has 
freedom  of  Judgment  and  action.  Its 
dectolons  are  subject  to  public  crit- 
icism, but  It  is  not  n^esaarily  under 
condemnation  because  it  disagrees 
with  the  House  of  Commons.  Indeed, 
if  wo  look  backward  we  shall  find 
that  in  conflict  with  the  Commons  it 
has  generally  been  Justified  by  sub- 
sequent events.  Time  and  again  It 
has  protected  the  Treasury  and  im- 
proved or  destroyed  vlcloui  meas- 
ures. The  depths  of  public  opinion 
are  not  alwaytr  expressed  by  passing 
clamor.  The  House  of  Commons  to 
not  always  either  wise  or  courageous. 
There  still  is  something  In  what  the 
elder  statesman  called  "the  sober 
'second  tho*ught  of  the  people."  But 
nowadays  wc  are  too  ready  to  believe 
that  shoutlnt  necessarily  indicates  a 
majority,  and  that  volubility  Is  final 
evidence  ot  infallibility.  We  se^m  tb 
feel  that  Parliaments  must  compete 
with  motors  and  aeroplanes,  and  that

The  army  is  now  definitely  plan- 
ning an  immediate  and  extensive  air- 
plane programme  to  be  put  Into  Oi 
foct  before  JUly  1.  1919.  This  la  the 
moat  Important  news  for  the  jero- 
nautical  industry  since  the  announce- 
ment of  the  war  proRramme  of  July, 
1917.  This  proffr.imme  must  bo 
i'tarted  before  July  1,  as  it  is  to  bo 
paid  for  from  appropriations  for  tho 
present  flscal  year.  It  calls  for  hun- 
dreds of  new  American  airplanes  oi 
types  the  country  hoA  not  now  in  ser- 
vice, with  hundreds  of  thouwmds  of 
dollars'  worth  of  equipment,  acoes- 
(lorieft  and   supplies. 

The  programme  calls  for  the  out- 
right purchase  by  the  Government  cf 
hixtcen  of  the  great  flying  fleld« 
which  during  the  war  were  only 
leased  by  the  army,  and  for  thi  leat- 
Inj;  of  ten  more  nying  fields.  Anyone 
with  the  slightest  knowledge  of  what 
these  enormous  aviHtlon  plants  repre- 
sent in  extent,  buitdtngx  and  equip- 
ment. Will  appreciate  the  tremndoue 
importance   of   thi.s   lact   alone. 

While  the  navy  has  not  yet  ool- 
nitcly  decided  upon  its  new  pi  o-

laces  In  outlying  districts  have  cqt- 
tacs  hospitals  for  the  sick  and  In- 
jured In  their  time  of  need. 

Bvery  community  Is  proud  of  Its 
hospital,  I  doubt  If  you  can  name 
any  place  In  the  Province  where  one 
Is  to  be  found  whose  Inhabitants  will 
not  tell  you  what  a  good  Institution 
they  possess.  Notwllhstandinc  this, 
we  have  not  put  our  hospitals  upon  a 
sound  flnancial  basis.  We  have  not 
treated  them  as  we  have  other  public 
utilittes. 

If  Jones'  house  catches  Arc,  the 
community  undertakes  to  try  to  ex- 
tinguish the  blase.  It  does  bo,  not 
merely  for  bis  sake,  but  because  his 
property  Is  an  element  in  the  wealth 
of  the  community  and  If  allowed  to 
burn  unchecked  may  set  Are  to  other 
buildings  and  spread  until  the  life- 
work  of  generations  is  swept  out  of 
existence  in  a  few  hours.  Hence  ex- 
pensive Are  brigades  and  water  sys- 
tems are  maintained  at  the  public 
coat  In  6very  city  and  town  In  the 
land.

and  property  Is  stolen,' the  community 
realizes  there  is  a  force  of  an  evil 
nature  at  work  in  its  midst  from 
which  other  members  will  suffer  If  It 
Is  not  checked.  To  protect  his  prop- 
erty and  their  own  an  expensive  po- 
lice force  is  maintained,  not  only  in 
towns,  but  In  unorganized  districts, 
BO  that  every  part  of  the  land  is  cov- 
ered by  the  protecting  hand  of  the 
law. 

Jones  hds  children.  The  commu- 
nity recognizes  that  Ignorance,  like 
Uness,  Is  an  evil  which  limits  the 
nature,  scope  and  value  of  an  adult's 
usefulness.  It  believes  that  educa- 
tion, like  good  health,  makes  better 
men  and  women,  enables  them  to 
work  more  Intelligently  and  adds  to 
the  pleasures  and  enjoyments  of  life. 
It  therefore  provides  the  public 
scfiool  and  enacts  that  every  child  un- 
der a  certain  age  In  good  health  must 
be   sent   there. 

Communal  Activities 

If  Jones'  body  Is'  entered  by  a  few 
Inflniteslmally  small  organisms,  en- 
dowed with  high-sounding  names,  be- 
side which  the  simple  name  of  Jones 
shrinks  into  utter  insigniflcance, 
which  set  up  In  him  a  condition  mani- 
fested In  certain  unpleasant  outward 
and  visible  signs  of  an  Inward  and 
unspirltual  condition,  the  community 
steps  Into  action  through  Its  health 
department,  takes  dharge  of  Jones 
and  his  dwelling,  as  well  as  of  all 
those  who  have  come  into  contact 
with  him  and  does  not  let  go  its  hold 
until  It  is  past  the  power  of  Jones,  hl4 
house,  his  family  and  his  microbes  to 
do  any  further  harm  In  its  midst. 

If  Jones  becomes  Insane  there  Is 
the  mental  hospital,  equipped  and 
i^pported  by  the  state,  to  which  he 
is  sent,  treated,  cured  If  possible,  and 
If  not,  retained  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 
We  will  now  suppose  Jones  to  be  a 
hard-working,  thrifty  laborer,  with  a 
frugal  wife  and  a  young  family  de- 
pending on  him  for  support.  He 
breaks  a  -  limb,  or  contracts  pneu- 
monia, or  has  to  undergo  a  serious 
operation.  He  is  sent  into  hospital. 
His  wages  cease  or  are  reduced,  his 
small  savings,  if  he  has  been  able  to 
make  any,  are  barely  adequate  ta 
provide  ror  his  family.  The  com- 
munity agrees  that  the  hospital  must 
take  care  of  him.  It  is  the  one  and 
only  place  for  him  and  he  has  to  stay 
there  for  weeks,  it  wants  him  to  re- 
cover, not  alone  for  his  sake,  or  for 
his  family's,  but  alnp  to  save  itself 
from  the  burden  of  supporting  his 
family  should  he  die. 

Instead  of  Jones,  let  us  take  Smith, 
a  bachelor,  living  In  a  cabin,  care- 
less, thriftless,  squandering  what  he 
earns  and  not  much  of  an  asset  to  the 
state.  He  too  gets  ill.  The  cabin  is 
no  place  for  him.  He  cannot  be  left 
there  to  die.  Common  humanity  cries 
out,  "Put  him  in  the  hospital.  Give 
him  a  chance."  He  may  have  been  a 
criminal  or  In  some  way  a  disgrace 
to  the  community.  He  has  never 
given  a  cent  towardck  the  support  of 
any  hospital  and  unaer  existing  con- 
ditions never  will,  but  he  must  be 
cared  for  and  treated,  so  that  he  may 
have  every  possible  chance  to  recover. 
Take  Brown,  old,  worn  out,  with- 
out funds,  dying  of  some  loathsome 
disease.  Again  the  hospital  is  con- 
sidered the  only  place  for  him,  and 
public  opinion.  Christian  precept  and 
modern  civilisation  demand  that  no 
matter  how  much  he  may  nulTer,  no 
matter  how  much  he  may  wish  to  die, 
he  must  not  l)e  allowed  to  do  so  ifi 
by  any  means  he  can  be  kept  alive  at 
the   expense  of  the   hospital. 

Unfair  Tn^tnient  of  Hospitals 
Whether     It     Is     Jones,     Smith     or 
Brown,  or  all  three,  public  sentiment 
declares  that  the  hospital  Is  the  best 
and   only  place   for  them.     The  Gov- 
ernment demands  that  they  be  there, 
the  city  voices  the  same   request,   yet 
they  say  to  t|jat  invaluable  Institution, 
"We  can  only  allow  you   a  per  diem 
grant    for    their    care    and    treatment 
and    for   the    difference    between    that 
and  the  cost  of  keeping  them  make  it 
up  out  of  some  other  patient,  or  out 
of   some   other   public    body.      Get    if 
anyhow   you   can.   but  get   It   without 
our    organized    help."      The    hospital 
malnuins    a    highly    skUled    medical 
and'  nursing  stafT.  with  elaborate  and 
expensive   equipment    to    atUok    their 
complaints,  and  tries  by  pathological, 
bactertoloirlcal  and  radiological  exam- 
inations to  And  out  what  Is  wrong  and 
how    each    can    beat     t)e     treated.       It 
maintains     rooking,      laundry,     office, 
heatlnjr.  cleaning  and  other  staffs,  all 
dolnir  their. part  towards  the  patient's 
comfort    and    reco%'ery.    and    the    best 
the    roipmunity   does  /through   Its   or- 
ganized    government     and     municipal 
channels  is  to  eontrlhute  a  share  of 
the  cost  of  what  it  demands  shall  be 
done.

Injustice  of  Present  System 
Why,  then,  is  not  the  principle 
thus  recognised,  followed  to  Itg  log- 
*lcal  conclusion?  Why  Is  It,  that  our 
IiOHpttul  boards,  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives appointed  by  the  Opvern- 
ment,  municipalities  and  bther  bodies, , 
have  to  go  year  after  year  to  them, 
hat  In  hand,  and  beg  for  money  to 
liquidate  the  deAcIt  mcurred  In  run- 
ning the  hospital,  not  extravagantly, 
but  with  economy  consistent  with 
effl(Jlency.  We  give  our  time,  month 
after  month,  year  after  year,  cheer- 
fully, freely  and  patiently  to  its 
management.  We  seek  no  beneAt 
ourselves,  but  work  quietly  and  un- 
ostentatiously for  the  beneAt  of  the 
sick  and  Injured.  Our  chief  mark  of 
appreciation  is  re-appointment,  to  the 
Job,  and  not  a  well  ordered  scheme 
for  tightening  our  work  and  making 
It  more  efficient  by  adequate  Anancial

4en8    can    estimate    their    annual    ex 
pendltures    and    have    them    included 
in   the   civic   estimates,    but   the   hos- 
pital     board,      controlling        another 
necessary  utility  ig  not  brought  under 
full    State    or   civic   control,   and   haa 
to  take  what  it  can  get  and  be  thank- 
ful.     This    ought    not    to    be.      With 
due    provision    for    oversight    of      all 
expeiiditure    to    check      extravagance, 
there  should  be  set  aside  every  year 
for    hospital      purposes    a    sum    sufll- 
cient  to  meet  the  estimated  excess  of 
expenditure    over    income   from      pri- 
vate sources,  and  there  should  be  no 
nndue   difficulty   In   the'  way  of     the 
Government    and    municipalities    get- 
ting  together   and   apportioning     the 
cost  and  how  it  Is  to  be  got.     In  this 
Province   the   main     support  of     the 
hospital  is  derived  from  grants  made 
by  the  Government  and  the   munici- 
palities.     Between    these    two    stools 
the  hospital  often  falls  to  the  ground. 
Then   ensues   a   wrangle   bs   to     who 
is  to  pick  it  up.     The  present  syetem 
of  partial  aid  Is  deemed  an  adequate 
excuse    by    many    for    endeavoring    to 
secure  free  treatment,  who  can  afford 
to   pay   something   for   it,   and     some 
succeed    in    doing   so,    and    it    is   con- 
sidered   an    adequate    reason    by    the 
vast  bulk   of  our  population  for  not 
subscribing      towards      its      support. 
With   pressing  Anancial   burdens,   sit- 
ting heavily  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
powers    that    be,    and    with      existing 
taxation    pressing    with    still    heavier 
weight    upon    the    property    owner.    It 
is    little    wonder    that    no    dlspoeltion 
is  shown  to  add  to  them',  but  is  there 
not  a  large,  untapped  source  of  rev- 
enue  which    could,    and     should,    be 
made   contributory   to   hospital     sup- 
port?     I    venture    to   lay   down      this 
axiom.       Every    man    and    woman    in 
the    community   capable   of   self   sup- 
port   should    directly      contribute    to- 
wards the  support  of  the  hospital  In 
his  or  her  district. 

DilHcnlties  of  Situation 
Let  us  go  back  to  Jones  and  Smith. 
Jones  owns  a  house  on  a  small  lot. 
He  pays  8  per  cent  Interest  on  a 
mortgage  upon  it.  He  is  taxen  upon 
the  value  of  htg  land  and  possibly  on 
the  Improvements.  A  small  portion, 
a  very  small  portion  of  his  tax  helps 
to  swell  the  hospital  exchequer  .  If 
he  is  ill  and  is  sent  into  hospital,  ho 
is  sometimes  apt  to  think  that  bo- 
cause  he  is  taxed  to  help,  not  tu  sup- 
port the  hospital,  he  should  receive 
free  treatment.  He  cannot  be  do- 
scribed  as  an  Indigent  patient,  though 
he  has  no  really  money,  or  if  he  has, 
it  is  needed  to  keep  the  home  over 
the  headH  of  his  young  family.  On 
this  account,  the  municipality  con- 
trlbutipg  tu  the  cost  of  treating  its 
indigent  patients,  refuses  to  pay  for 
him.  He  is  Judged  to  be  able  to  pay 
his  way.  If  his  circumstances  are 
such  that  he  can  pay,  the  Govern- 
ment steps  In  and  says:  "In  consid- 
eratl(^i  of  our  per  diem  grant  you 
must  not  charge  more  than  |1.00  per 
day  to  any  patient  in  a  public  ward." 
This  law  prevails  thougK  the  per 
diem  grant  is  constant  and  the  cost 
of  living  has  doubled.  Jones  has, 
however,  from  year  to  year,  contri- 
buted a  trlAc  through  his  taxes,  and 
possibly  enough,  provided  the  tax 
KHtherer's  hand  had  a  wider  grasp. 

Smith  does  not  own  property.  He 
falls  sick  and  is  sent  into  hospital, 
where  he  gets  the  same  care  as 
Jones  got,  and  costs  the  Institution 
Just  as  much.  He  has  pi^id  In  ad- 
vaiKe  the  Inadequate  legal  tender  of 
|7.oe  for  his  first  week's  treatment. 
After  a  longer  stay  he  goes  out  with 
a  promise  to  pay  with  the  Arst  money 
he  earns,  changes  bis  address  and  he 
and  his  account  are  lost  and  are 
equally  bad.  He  has  not  contributed, 
as  Jones  haa  done,  year  after  year, 
a  small  sum  in  taxes.  He  has  never 
given  a  cent  towards  the  support  of 
any  hospital.  He  takes  his  treat- 
ment in  it  as  a  debt  due  to  him  by 
the  community  or  as  an  obligation 
easily  evaded,  and  the  community 
makes  no  effort  to  see  that  he  shall 
oontrlbnte  something — like  Jones 
does — to  the  maintenance  of  the 
utility  to  whose  existence  he  poeslbly 
owes  his  life.  • 

I  say  again— every  self-supporting 
man  and  woman  In  the  community 
should  contribute  his  or  her  shsre 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  hos- 
pital, not  only  as  a  public  duty,  but 
because  some  day  one  or  another  of 
them  may  require  treatment  yrlthin 
Its  walki.  If  they  do  n6t  require  it, 
they  are  better  off  than  those  who 
do.  Bvery  man  and  woman  should 
have  equal  rights  In  the  hosplUl  and 
for  all  privlleces  required  above  the 
common  lot,  the  charge  should  leave 
substantial   profit.     As   society     Is 


constituted  every  one  does  not  want 
to  travel  third  class. 

I«t  All  Contrllmte . 

A  large  industry  is  started  ag  a 
war  emergency:  A  great  number  of 
men  are  attracted  from  far  and  near 
and  are  employed,  gome  are  aliens. 
Wnile  the  work  fasts  they  are  with 
us.  When  ft  stops  many  will  go.  If 
any  are  Injured,  the  Government, 
through  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Board,  will  pay  the  hospital  a 
stated  charge  for  his  treatment.  If, 
Instead  of  being  injured,  he  becomes 
111,  the  hospital  has  to  depend  on  its 
own  resources  to  collect  its  fees.  Un- 
like the  grocer  It  has  not  the  option 
of  collecting  in  advance.  At  best  It 
can  only  take  a  deposit.  It  has  to 
take  the  risk  of  making  a  bad  debt. 
It  cannot  throw  a  sick  man  Into  the 
street  when  his  money  Is  exhausted. 
Why  should  not  every  man  In  that 
employment,  and  in  every  employ- 
ment, contribute  something  every, 
month — it      need      not    be    large— tg-

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In  his  district?  Why  does  not  the 
Government  see  that  he  does,  for  do 
not  men  under  similar  circumstances 
where  no  public  hospital  exists  tax 
themselves  to  retain  a  doctor  to  treat 
them  in  a  private  hospital  free  of 
charge?  Everyone  should  pay,  em- 
ployer and  employed;  the  man  who 
has  retired  on  his  earnings  and  the 
man  who  has  inherited  bis  support. 
XSrade  it.  If  necessary,  but  be  fair  to 
all.  Four  years  ago,  I  saw  a  direct 
tax  of  this  kind,  being  smoothly  col- 
lected as  far  as  I  could  Judge,  to 
provide  for  old  age  and  sickness. 
The  time  has  come  for  our  legisla- 
tors to  put  hospitals  on  a  sound 
Anancial  basis.  To  see  that  with  the 
best  modern  equipment  In  the  large 
centres,  the  grading  is  systematic 
down  to  the  smallest  places  and  that 
where  special  need  exists,  the  special 
equipment  Is  supplied. 

I  have  opened  up  a  large  prob- 
lem, and  have  only  lifted  the  fringe. 
My  aim  is  to  start  thought  and  dis- 
cussion in  order  that  we  may  accom- 
plish something  more  than  mere 
talk.  The  public  hospital  exists  for 
all.  The  burden  of  -  its  support 
should  fall  on  all,  the  wealthy 
should  bear  a  higher  share  of  the 
cost  than  the  man  of  small  means, 
for  the  strong  should  help  to  bear 
the  burden  of  the  weak.  With  all 
this,  I  hope  the  time  wUl  never  come.

Hundreds  of  little  folk  throughout 
the  Province  will  b«  benefited  by  the 
course'  in  Manual  Arts,  selected  by 
some  of  the  moat  eflldeot  of  the 
primary  teachers-  at  the  Summer 
School. 

Among  the  principles  on  which 
stress  was  laid  by  Mr.  W.  U.  Btnns 
in  his  lecture  on  clay  modeling,  given 
"Tueaday  afternoon,  were  the  value  of 
aelf-developmeht  and  of  happlnesa  In 
the  education  of  little  children.  The 
students  were  themMelves  molding 
from  the  plastic  material  before 
them  a  great  variety  of  objects.  An 
lee  cream  cone,  a  bird'a  neat,  a  shoe, 
a  band-satchel,  a  potato,  a  child,  aad 
as  many  other  dilTerent  objects  aa 
there  were  workers  In  the  room  had 
been  fashioned,  rudely  enough  in 
some  caac;^^  but  all  showing  original- 
ity and  a  sense  of  proportion  which 
were  all  that  should  b«  looked  for 
from  beginners  of  any  age.  Over 
and  over  again  it  was  inipresaed  upon 
the  studenta  that  no  child  who*  was 
unhappy  could  do  really  good  work, 
and  that  interference  or  undue  con- 
trol tended  to  destroy  originality. 

The  value  of  clay  sh  a  medium  was 
Insisted  upon  on  account  of  its  plas- 
li^ity,  its  cheapness  and  its  cleanll- 
nesa.  Molding  should  precede  draw- 
ing. It  waa  easier  to  give  repre- 
sentation to  the  form  the  child  had 
conceived  by  molding  than  on  a  flat 
aurface  by  means  of  a  pencH  or 
brush.  There  need  be  no  fear  that 
the  little  people  could  not  be  .^aught 
to  use  this  material  without  soling 
either  their  clothefl  or  desks.  Plas- 
tlcene.  a  more  expensive  material,  is 
not.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Binns, 
so  good  ti  Riedluni  fur  school-' 
room  use  as  clay.  , 

Gathering  Hpec-lmens 

Rural  Science  students  are  now 
fully  equipped  for  outdoor  excursions 
in  search  of  plant  or  insect  speci- 
mens. At  the  George  Jay  Manual 
Tnllntng  Centre  they,  under  Mr.  H. 
A.  MacLean's  direction,  made  their 
frames  for  pressing  and  holding 
plants  and  the  nets  for  collecting  but- 
terflies and  other  insASls.  This  equip- 
ment is  both  better  and  cheaper  than 
If  purchased. 

As  the  ladies  worked  with  the  un- 
accustomed tools,  there  were  frequent 
appeals  for  the  assistance  of  the  more 
experienced  or  more  skilful  members 
of  the  party.  All  were  ready  to  laugh 
at  their  own  fnlstakcs,  but  in  the  end 
each  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  at  least  she  couM  direct  the  la- 
bora  of  her  older  pupils  nvj^  term  to 
making  the  equipment  for  nature 
study.  The  gentlemen  had,  of  course,

Yesterday  afternoon  the  students 
were  addressed  by  Miss  Helen  Stew- 
art, who  in  an  illuminaUn^  speech 
explained /he .  purport  and  the  work- 
ing but  of' the  new  Library  Act. 

In  her  opening  remarks  Miss 
Stewart  alluded  to  the  needs  of  re- 
construction at  the  cloae  of  the  war 
and  to  the  part  literature  ahould  play 
In  the  making  of  a  new  world. 
Teachers,  it  was  pointed  out,  had  dif- 
ficulty in  selecting  the  most  useful 
books  for  themselves  and  their 
pupils  and  still  greater  difllculty  In 
paying  for  them. 

It  was  the  business  of  the  librarian 
to  find  out  what  were  the  best  booku 
published  on  various  topics.  This  en- 
abled the  library  to  co-operate  with 
the  school  by  placlnir  at  the  disposal 
of  the  teacher  such  worM  as  would 
help  In  tho  preparation  T>f  U'bsohs  at 
the  smallest  cost  to  the  community. 
The  plan  of  the  act  was  to  establinh 
centres  from  which  the  more  remote 
districts  could  bo  supplied.  On  their 
part  the  smaller  places  would  help  to 
fianance  the  libraries  in  such  centres. 
A  commission  of  which  Miss  Stewart 
was  a  member  had  been  appointed  to 
devise  means  of  bringing  the  act  into 
operation  and  a  plea  waa  made  for 
the  co-operation  of  the  teachers 
throughout  the  Province?  In  a  work 
that  would  be  of  especial  benefit  to 
them  and  to  their  pupils.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  July  f.— WHllle 
Meehan.  the  pride  of  Powell  Street, 
wants  the  first  crack  at  Champion 
Jack  Dempsey,  "Phat"  Willie  ad- 
vances two  reasons,  one  that  he  holds 
three  four-round  decisions  over  the 
new  champion  and  because  he  figures 
if  It  was  not  for  circumstances  Jack 
Dempsey  would  not  be  the  titleholder 
today. 

"Jack  Dempsey  played  In  all  kinds 
of  luck,"  said  Meehan.  "I  was 
matched  to  fight  Gunboat  Smith  at 
the  ball  park.

Here  Jack  Kearns  picked  up 
Dempsey  and  matched  him  to  fight 
Carl  Morris.  Dempsey  won  easily

good  men  and  today  Is  champion. 

"So  I  figure  if  It  hadn't  been  for 
my  going  Sast  and  letttna  Dempsey 
fight  Gunboat  Smith,  he  would  not 
have  met  Jess  Wlllard  at  Toledo  Fri- 
day afternoon." 

Willie  says  there  Is  only  one  re- 
spectable thing  for  Dempsey  to  do  and 
that  is  to  fight  him.  "I  don^  mind 
Jack  going  Into  vaudeville  am  mak-

Old  Days  of  "Pat  Ball"  for 
Feminine  Players  Relegated 
Into  Limbo — Lady  Players 
Now  Ask  No  Favors.  - 


HGHT  FILM  MAT  BE 

RETAINED  IN  OHIO 


NEW  YORK,  July  9.— The  ad- 
vance  of  women's  tennis  in  America 
wa»  strikingly  Illustrated  by  the  high 
quality  of  play  in  the  recent  national 
tournament  in  Philadelphia,  but  the 
most  significant  strides  were  unques- 
tionably revealed  in  the  mixed  doubles 
event.  It  has  lonr^been  claimed  that 
Americans  cannot  play  good  mixed 
doubles,  one  reason  given  being  that 
the  girls  are  not  able  to  stand  the  pace 
of  the  American  volleying  game.  In 
Engftuid  a  far  higher  standard  has 
prevailed  in  mixed  competition  for 
some  years. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  mixed  dou- 
bles; the  Informal,  week-end  house- 
party  type,  and  the  stern,  hone«t-to- 
goodness  tournarhent  play.  In  the  for- 
mer the  men  either  hit  consistently  at 
one  another,  or  pat  easy  ones  to  the 
girls,  who  shriek  ecstatically  when- 
ever they  make  what  la  considered  a 
good  return.  The  latter,  however,  is 
relentless  and  purely  business-like. 
Since  it  iH  one  of  the  cardinal  rules  of 
doubles  to  pluy  so  far  as  possible  at 
the  weaker  member  ot  the  ojiposing 
team,  ltr44  only  natural  that  the  .gir] 
Bhould^ocar*^e  brunt  of  the'  defen- 
sive \fork  in  any  high-class  mixed 
match.  And  since  no  chain  Is  stronger 
than  its  weakest  link.* the  power  of  a 
team  usually  depends  upon  the  ability 
of  its  feminine  member. 

It  Is  wrong  to  assume  that  a  first- 
class  male  tennis  player  can  score  at 
will  by  simple  slamming  the  ball  at  a 
girl.  That  may  have  been  true  years 
ago,  but  li  by  no  mei(ns  applies  to 
such  players'  as  Mrs.  George  Wight- 
"inan.'Miss  Eleanor  Goes,  Miss  Marlon 
Zlndcrsteln,  Miss  Molla  BJurstedt,  or 
Mrs.  8.  F.  Weaver.  These  women  ask 
no  favors  when  they  enter  a  mixed 
doubles  tournament.  They  stand  up 
close  to  the  net  and  volley  the  hardest 
drives  and  even  when  they  are  forced 
they  are  quite  capable  of  responding 
with  deep  lobs  that  have  practically 
an  offensive  value. 

Moreover,  they  do  not  approve  of 
coaching  by  their  men  partners.  Cer- 
tain shots  are  necessarily  taken  by  tfie 
better  volleyer,  or  the  surer  back-hand 
hitter,  even  on  borrowed  territory, 
and  this  applies  to  men's  doubles  as 
well  as  mixed.  The  deliberate  sacri- 
fice of  position  is  bad  tennis  tactics  at 
any  time,  and  rightly  resented  by  a 
partner  of  any  ability  whatever.

DUNCAN,  July  9. — Splendid  re- 
sourcefulness and  coolheadedness 
waa  displayed  yesterday,  when  young 
Jimmy  Campbell,  age  14  years,  a  son 
of  James  McL.  Campbell,  rescued  a 
visiting  gentleman  from  drowning  in 
tho  Cowlchan  River,  just  above  the 
railway  bridge.  In  his  efforts  he  was 
most  gallantly  assisted  by  young  Br- 
nest  Woodward  and  Jimmy  Hender- 
son. Th^  place  is  a  favorite  bathing 
pool  for  the  boys  of  tho  district.  Dur- 
ing the  afternoon  the  l^oys  had  boon 
swimming,  and  were  lying  on  the 
sand,  they  noticed  a  strange  gentle- 
man, apparently  only  a  fair  swim- 
mer, bathing,  he  floundered  a  bit  in 
■the  water,  and  at  first  they  thought 
'his  efforts  were  for  the  amusement 
of  the  small  boys  in  the  vicnity.  but 
when  the  man  stayed  under  water 
so  long  as  to  arouse  young  Jimmy 
Campbell's  fears  as  to  the  outcome, 
ho  ran  out  on  a  timber  that  project- 
ed over  the  water,  and  saw  the  naan 
standing  in  about  8  feet  of  'Witter, 
holding  tightly  to  a  snag. 

He  endeavored  to  release  him  by 
pulling  htm  up  by  his  bathing  suit, 
but  this  failed,  as  apparently  he  had 
a  strong  grip  on  the  snag.

ISI^PULAIiFIGiE 


Sir  Douglas  Haig  Described  as 
Friend  of  the  Soldier  and 
Sturdy  Defender  of  Popular 
Rights.  .    ' 


In  his  estimate  of  the  character 
and  capacity  of  leading  British  gen- 
erals, Mr.  Philip  Gibbs  found  fault 
with  Field  Marshal  Haig  for  not 
possessing  more  personal  magnetism. 
He  was  too  shy  and  aloof  to  fire  the 
imagination  of  his  men,  Mr.  Gibbs 
thought.  Only  General  Plumcr  among 
the  British  field  commanders  had  a 
touch  of  that  spirit  that  made  Lord 
Roberts  a  born  leader,  although  he 
admits  that  in  thO  first  engagement 
of  the  British  Expeditionary  Force 
at  Mons,  Sir  John  French  displayed 
It  to  a  notable  degree.  The  London 
Chronicle  observer  may  have  been 
correct,  but  to  seem  to  criticize  Sir 
Douglas  Haig  tbday  in  the  Old  Coun- 
try- would  be  rather  a  risky  business. 
He  is  said  to  be  the  niost  popular 
man  over  there,  and  to  be  the  leader 
of  the  British  army  In  a  closer  rcnse 
now  than  ever  he  was  before.  He  has 
revealed  himself  as  the  friend  and 
champion  of  tho  soldier,  as  well  as 
fi  man  of  statesmanlike  vision. 
Should  he  decide  to  enter  politics  he 
would  have  a  tremendous  following, 
and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  he  will 
place,  himself  at  tho  head  of  a  sol- 
diers' party  unless  the  Government 
bestirs  itself  with  carrying  out  its 
repatriation   plans. 

Not    Seeking    High    Hooors 

Before  the  war .  Sir  Douglas  Haig 
was  perhaps,  of  all  British  soldier% 
highest  in  court  favor.  He  had 
been  called  "Lucky"  Haig  for  years, 
partly  because  of  his  rapid  promo- 
tions, and  partly  because  Lady  Haig 
was  the  daughter  of  Lady  Vivian, 
lady-in-waltlng  to  Queen  Alexandra, 
which  was  an  Intimation  that  royal 
favor  or  influence  would  be  extended 
In  bchatf  of  Sir  Douglas  at  any  time, 
it  was  needc(\.  Tet  it  is  this  royal 
favorite  whp  has  almost  publicly 
refused  to  accept  any  mark  of  his 
sovereign's  honor  until  tho  Govern- 
ment provides  for  his  army.  If  he 
has  not  openly  refused  to  accept  the 
peerage  to  which  he  Is  entitled,  it 
Is  at  least  no  secret  that  ho  has 
done  so.  Sir  John  French,  of  course, 
is  now  Viscount  French  of  Tpres. 
and  Sir  John  Jelllcoe  is  Lord  Jelll- 
coe.  but  Sir  Douglas  Haig  remains 
Sir  Douglas.  The  d«)lay  in  elevating 
him  to  the  peerage  and  giving  him 
the  usual  London  "triumph"  was 
responsible  for  rumors  that  the 
British  army  was  at  odds  ^ith  the 
Government,  and  the  Government 
had  to  make  a  contrary  statement  to 
allay  public  wrath. 

Horo  If  eglectod 

Sir*  Douglas  Haig  startled  not  only 
Bngland  but  the  Knglish-speaking 
world  when,  in  his  first  Important 
utterance  after  returning  home,  he 
asserted  that  a  demobilised  oflUcer 
who  had  won  (he  M.C..  the  D.S.O. 
and  the  V.C..  had  tramped  tha 
streets  of  London  looking  in  vain  for 
employment.  He  declared  that  his 
men  must  have  adequate  provision 
made  for  them.  Thin  stirred  up  tbn 
various  boards  in  carrying  out  thblr 
tremf-ndously  difflcult  and  complex 
tasks,  bat  Sir  Douglas '  appears  not 
to   have   bttn  appeased,  ter   ho   has  i 
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been  used  to  seeing  more  ^tremen- 
dous and  dangerous  '  tasks  accom- 
plished within  a  few  days.  It  Is 
known  that  he  looks  ^ith  no  favor 
upon  the  policy  of  the  vGovornment 
in  paying  out  millions  of  pounds  in 
unemployment  wages  to  munition 
workers  and  others  who  were  thfown 
out  of  work  when  the  armistice  was 
signed.  He  beliovos  that  ooldlers 
should  have  first  call  upon  thla  sort 
of  help,  for  they  were  risking  their 
lives  for  practically  nothing  while 
those  at  home  had  high  wages  ^d 
an  opportunity  to  save.  The  Field 
Marshal  does  not  wish  to  deprive  ^he 
munition  workers  of  anything,  but 
he  believes  that  they  ought  not  to 
be  better  off  than  the  soldiers. 
Problem  of  Unemployment 
The  aueetlon  of  adequately  caring 
for  the  soldiers  and  ofllcers  and  man 
is  more  dllBcult  than  appears  at 
first  glance.  To  give  every  man  his 
old  Job  t>ack  would  by  'no  means 
solve  the  problem.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  meh  ntf-  doiibt  would 
be  satisfied  with  their  old  jebo  again; 
many  thousand*  would  find  them- 
selves uhablo  or  unwilling  to  p^t 
up  with  their  o)d  Jobs.  Sir  Douglaa 
is  most  keenly  tNthcemed  with  those 
men  who  were  ottoe  boys  or  dorks 
when  the  war  broke  out.  but  who 
showed  commanding  ability,  and 
quickly  advanced  in  rank.  English 
papers  are  full-  of  Jokes  about  the 
private    reverting   to    dvU    life,'  and 


giving  orders  to  his  former  colonel 
and  major,  who  occupy  subordinate 
positions.  It  is  not  all  a  Joke 
though.  We  have  heard  of  tho 
Brlgadler-Genejral  who,  shortly  be- 
fore the  war  broke  out,  had  been 
discharged  as  foreman  of  a  Welsh 
mine,  because  of  his  "inability  to 
handle  men."  Is  this  distinguished 
soldier  to  bo  naked  to  revert  to  his 
former  position  ag  miner?  Tet.  the 
demand  for  Brigadler-Qonoralo  aa 
such  must  be  very  limKad.  But 
surely  it  is  the  duty  and  it  ought 
to  be  the  privilege  of  the  nation  to 
take  into  its  emn^oy  or  find  suitable 
employment  for  such  line  aoldlors. 
That  to  Haig**  vlow. 

BoaOkn'm  TMlmte 

Tho  soldier's  opinion  of  ^  Haig  la 
voiced  by  an  ox-StatC  OAcor  writing 
lih-4he  Sunday  Herald.     He  says: 

"A  gentleman  to  the  baokbona,  and 
no  'less  a  democrat— ^thls  waa  the 
opinion  his  men  formed  of  him.  and 
aa  tho  armies  grew  and  the  civilian 
•temont  beoame  mora  pronounood. 
his  well  known  slmptldty  nnd  hatred 
of  any  approach  to  fuap-or  ceremony 
endeared  him  mora  and  more  to 
men  who  hr  habit  and  temperament 
woro  lofo  Inclined  than  the  regular 
soldier  to  be  Hnprossed  by  a  certain 
degree  of  paradi*  .^nd  ritual.  The 
story  soon  reached  the  trenches  of 
his  rebuke  to  a  corps  commander 
whom  he  found  aurrounded  by  a 
semi-roy^l  bodyguard  at  a  tUhe  when 


manpower  was  particularly  low,  an<t 
his  curt  'send  away  thgt  olroua,*  ro^ 
verberated  throughout  the  Bgpe4 
ditionary  Forces.

The  news  soon  spread} 
from  France  of  his  ooolneas,  hW 
Judgment,  hto  Indomitable  will,  and' 
most  of  all,  his  consideration  for  hUl 
men,  a  consideration  unalloyed  by 
jtha  gonorgl  woaknoso  of  a  Bullor«- 
The  first  battle  of  Tpres,  in  which 
■his  continual  presenoo  among  hla 
troo]ps  heartened  them  to  their  Im.' 
possible  task  as.  nothing  else  oouUt^ 
hgvo  dono  nnd  waa  "north  half  m 
doaon  of  tho  artillery  hrlgadoo  of 
whfch  they  were  then  so  •  lamontabl^ 
defiolent,  sot  tho  seal  of  his  popu^ 
larity.^V.,  i

The  Prince  Rupert  reached  here 
early  yesterday  morning  from  Van- 
couver. Her  holds  were  well  filled 
with  freight  taken  on  at  Vancouver 
for  Northern  points,  but  she  also  had' 
a  ear  of  paper  for  Smith.Davidaon  ft 
fright  and  k  large  quantity  o^  netr 
furniture. 

The  vessel  took  on  a  large  quan- 
tity of  freight  here,  the  largest  quan- 
tity taken*  on  in  a  long  time.  It 
cooslsted  mainly  of  beer  and  gro- 
ceries. The  extra  load  is  due  to-'th^ 
fact  that  for  the  three  weekn  during 
which  the  seamen  were  on  sttlke  no 
goods  were  sent  to  Grand  Trunk  rail 
points  from  Victoria  and  Vancouver.

face. Instead  of  attempting  to  make 
a  hull  watertight,  pumping  o|it  the 
water  and  pumping  In  air  to  give  it 
buoyancy,  a  much  simpler  plan,  he  de- 
clares. Is  that  of  adding  enough  buoy- 
ancy externally  to  pul\  the  weight  to 
the  top.

So  long  as  the  un- 
derground lines  .are  suspended  tho 
bulk  of  Itoe  people  must  wUk.  unless 
t'  ey  oUllss  the  few,  expensive  taxi- 
cabs.

If  you  want  to  kill  a  snake  you 
must  hit  it  on  the  head.  The  snake 
v/htcH  we  have  to  kill  has  two  heada 
It  ocs  several  tails,  but  only  two 
bends,  and  they  both  begin  with  B. 
They  are  boche  and  belai^evlk. 

TA«  tails  wag  in  Canada,  Australia, 
India,  IreUnd  and  we  have,  perhaps, 
seen  one  shimmer  of  its  scales  in 
London ;  but  its  heads  are  in  Berlin 
and   Moscow. 

The  heads  are  two,  but  the  snake 
:s  one  and  the  same,  and  If,  having 
thumped  one  head  tlH  It  can  no 
longer  rear  itself  and  spit  venoM,  we 
ihU.k  we  have  done  all  that  is  re- 
quired for  our  safety,  wo  are  much 
mistaken.  The  boche  may  b«  "down 
und  out,"  but  so  long  as  the  Bolshe- 
vik retains  his  vitality  we  shall  be 
threatened  with  thi  same  bite,  the 
same  poison,  and  ultimately  the  ^mc 
national  paralysis  ahd  death  to  de- 
fend cuselves  from  whieh  we  went 
M  war  in  1914.

The  Bolsheviks  have  their  own 
schemes  too.  They  want  to  start  a 
world-wide  Red  rovotjitlon,  since  that 
li>  the  only  way  tWey  can  retain 
power  for  themselves.  But  this  dors 
not  ulter  the  fact  that  they  started 
business  as  agents  of  Berlin  and  have 
so  continued. 

Take  another  fact  In  the  Sum- 
mer of  last  year  It  was  generally  ex- 
pected that  the  boches  would  occupy 
Petrograd  and  Moscow.  They  could 
hwe  done  so  at  any  time,  at.  per- 
haps, two  days'  notice.  And  people 
wondered  Why  they  did  not. 

The  answer  became  plain  when  we 
saw  the  brand  nc«r  uniforms  that  had 
been  served  out  In  Moscow  to  the 
German  and  Austrian  prisoners  of 
war,  nominally  returning  to  their 
homes.  Who  will  send  brand  new 
unlfornis  to  several  thousand  return- 
ing prisoners  while  they  are  still 
abroad?  The  fact  was  that  they 
'tore  not  returning  at  all,  but  were 
staying  there.  Moscow  and  Petro- 
grad were  already  occupied  Inr  secret 
arrangement  with  the  Bolsheviks. 
The  house  of  Count  MIrbach,  the 
German  Ambassador,  was  guarded  by 
men  in  Russian  uniforms, 'but  among 
themselves  they  spoke .

eREAT  BRITAIN'LEADS 
IN  COMMERCIAL  PLANES 

» 

Freight-Carrying  Machines  Be- 
ing Tested  and  Route  Be- 
tween Egypt  and  India  in 
Course  of  Preparation. 


The  commercial  development  Of 
the  aeroplane  is  much  further  ad- 
vanced In  Great  Britain  than  in  any 
other  country.  Already  a  m^U  ser- 
vice between  Cairo  and  India  is  being 
ooni^dered*  and  the  air  route  sur- 
veyed. Freight-carrying  aeroplanes 
are  being  experimented  with  and 
aeroQromes  are  to  be  established 
throughout  the  British  Isles  and  fhe 
overseas  ^l>oniinIons.  These  will  be 
equipped  with  sound  and  light  sig- 
nals, aerial  buoys.  |;>alloons.  telephone 
and'  wireless  telegiuphy. 

In  widely-8oatt«red  sOttlements 
and  undeveloped  lands  where  com- 
munication is  still  very  poor  the 
aeroplane  will  .  prove  remarkably 
beneficial;  but  the  wearing  of  the 
aeroplane  parts  becomes  a  problem 
of  some  importance.  Tropical  heat 
and  intense  cold  may  have  a  detri- 
mental eCtect  on  the  parts  and 
wooden  construction.  In  an  effort  to 
cope  wHh  this,  the  British  and  Colon- 
ial Aeroplane  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Bristol,
